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dozen plants grew from 2-6 in.[5-15 em], the largest leaves about the size 
of a quarter [2.5 cm]. In 1966, growth was an additional 8-12 in. [20-30 
em]. In 1967, on the one tree retained, growth was 20 in. [50 em]. In the 
years ffom 1968 to 1974, annual growth was 30, 36, 49, 39, 40, 44, 36 in. 


(0.75, 0.9, 1.25, 10, 10, 1.2, 0.9 m) respectively. 


In May, 1971, 


circumference of the trunk one ft above the ground was 33 1/4 in. [85 cm]. 
The tree first fruited in 1977 at an age of 12 years, and produced then about 
25-30 flower clusters, with an estimated crop of 100,000 seeds.
